Practic#lly the King has 
passed his opinion on this anti-foreign tendency 
by putting a foreigner in, place of his own 
brother. It must not be supposed that formally 
anything of tho sort was implied by the appoint- 
moiit. ‘The King is fer too wise e monarch to 
take. up that attitude, and indeed his life's 
work has been to prepare hia people, not for 
‘any snti-foreign development, but to do their 
own work inependently of the ‘foreigner. The 
simple fact of the matter is that discipline has 
heen seriously relaxed in the navy ; there had to 
be a.-change; and Admiral de Richelien. was 
the best oan for’ the position, the only one on 
the spot who-conld speedily and effactivoly 
desl with the situation that bad arisen. Won- 
derfally clear-sighted and surprisingly patient, 
the ‘King has simply in a rather striking woy 
broagte it home to all that efliciency must be 
the first ‘consideration; and his action. has 
certainly hed the effect .cf making those .who 
wore taking up the anti-foroign attitude bethink 
‘themselves.
